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SCHOOL    REPORT. 

DISTRICT    NO.     1. 

James  Brown,  Prudential  Committee. 

This  is  fractional,  composed  of  a  part  of  Concord  and  Bow. 
Strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  by  the  Concord  portion  to  dis- 
solve the  union,  but  as  yet  this  object  has  not  been  gained. 

The  school  house  is  a  mere  wreck — a  disgrace,  unworthy  of  the 
name  ;  some  other  term  would  be  a  more  appropriate  synonym, 
and  yet  this  is  one  of  the  most  wealthy  and  inHueutial  districts  in 
town.  The  delay  iu  the  erection  of  a  suitable  house  is  doubtless 
dae  to  the  refractory  elements.  At  this  date  a  new  building  has 
been  erected,  beautiful  in  structure  and  architecture  ;  but  work  has 
been  suspended  for  the  lack  of  something  more  necessary  than 
money, — harmony.  Notwithstanding  the  unfitness  of  the  house, 
two  terms  of  excellent  schooling  have  been  given  the  scholars  of 
this  district,  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Jennie  M.  Clough, 
whose  course  and  management  deserve  much  credit.  A  winter 
term  was  anticipated,  but  delay  in  completing  the  house  precludes 
the  possibility. 

DISTRICT    NO.   2. 

John  Goodhue,  Prudential  Committee. 

The  Spring  term  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Lizzie  M.  Brown.  The 
term  being  very  short  and  as  considerable  time  was  required  in 
getting  under  way,  no  very  great  progress  was  made,  yet  we  have 
abundant  reasons  for  believing  the  time  was  well  spent.  Mrs. 
Brown  is  a  teacher  of  quite  extensive  experience,  has  fair  qualifi- 
cations, is  devoted  to  her  work,  patient  and  untiring. 

The  winter  term,  by  John  C.  Hammond,  was  of  longer  dura- 
tion, and  the  attendance  larger  from  scholars  of  other  districts. 
Mr.  Hammond  is  a  practical  instructor,  stern,  unbending  in  dis- 
cipline, yet  SQcial  to  all  His  metiiods  are  worthy  of  imitation  : 
good  order  and  notable  progress. 

Examinations  satisfactory. 

DISTRICT    NO.    4. 

Warren  C.  Saltmarsh,  Prudential  Committee. 

Spring  and  summer  terms  both  taught  by  Miss  EmmaC.  Gault. 
The  numbers  were  few,  but  gave  good  attention  to  their  work. 
The  scholars  seem  to  realize  the  importance  of  close  application  to 
study.  Miss  Gault  is  perfectly  at  home  in  the  school-room,  kind 
and  courteous  to   all,   yet    commanding    and    authoritative.        We 
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only  wish  there  were  thribble  the  number  of  scholars.  Our  opin- 
ion is  the  coutinuauce  of  the  service  of  the  same  teacher  where 
good  satisfaction  is  given  is  an  excellent  idea. 

DISTRICT   NO.  5. 

Samuel  A,  Sargent,  Prudential  Committee. 

This  district  had  but  one  term  of  school  and  was  taught  by  Mr. 
N.  C.  Nutting.  ScvL'ral  pupils  came  from  adjoining  districts, 
good  order  prevailed  and  a  decided  improvement  was  made. 

Mr.  Nutting  is  young  and  inexperienced,  but  possesses  rare 
qualifications,  lie  is  quite  original  and  inclines  to  the  institution 
of  his  own  rule  ;  not  as  tenacious  to  the  text  book  as  many,  Such 
deviations  may  be  made  very  profitable  if  restricted.  It  should 
be  additional  to  the  text-book  exercises,  rather  than  a  substitution. 

DISTRICT   NO.    6. 

G.  M.  Robertson,  Prudential  Committee, 

There  was  but  one  term  The  service  of  Miss  A.  M.  Salt- 
marsh  was  secured  as  teacher,  but  she  was  compelled  to  abandon 
the  school  on  account  of  ill  health.  There  was  short  delay,  how- 
ever, as  a  male  teacher  was  employed  :  G.  M.  Saltniarsh,  who 
continued  until  the  close  of  the  term. 

Our  visits  were  frequent ;  abundant  opportunity  was  afforded  to 
note  the  attainments  of  the  scholars.  Reading  and  spelling  were 
fair,  not  flattering  ;  recitations  in  arithmetic,  algebra  and  history 
praisewortliy.  Mr.  Saltmarsh  will  succeed  with  experience  ;  this 
being  his  first  school  we  cannot  but  ascribe  him  much  credit. 

DISTRICT    NO.     7. 

Walter  Putney,  Prudential  Comittee. 

The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Lizzie  A.  Shepard,  a  suc- 
cessfid  and  judicious  teacher;  very  accurate  and  pains-taking; 
good  order  and  fair  progress  made. 

Winter  term,  by  John  P.  Brown,  was  a  success.  The  exam- 
ination was  satisfactory,  especially  in  grammar  and  arithmetic. 
His  experience  as  a  teacher  is  extensive,  having  taught  over  twen- 
ty terms  in  town. 

DISTRICT    NO.    8. 

G.  A.  Nesmith,  Prudential  Committee. 

Two  terms,  spring  and  fall,  taught  by  Miss  Flora  M.  Nesmith. 
The  scholars  were  few  in  numbers,  and  many  of  them  quite 
young.  The  interest  was  good  ;  great  pains  were  taken  to  en- 
courage the  pupils  and  make  them  realize   the    importance    of  an

educatioQ.  The  examinations  at  the  close  of  last  term  were  high- 
ly satisfactory.  By  mistake  we  were  not  present  at  the  first,  but 
have  no  doubts  as  to  the  profitableness  of  the  school  throughout. 
Miss  Nesmith  will,  with  experience,  rise  to  eminence  as  a  teach- 
er. 

DISTRICT    NO.    9. 

Jonathan  Ordway,  Prudential  Committee. 

The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Emma  J.  Lord.  We  not- 
ed some  improvement  in  reading  and  spelling,  but  were  sorry  to 
find  that  some  desirous  of  pursuing  the  higher  branches  had  with- 
drawn. There  are  but  very  few  female  teachers  who  could  suc- 
cessfully manage  this  school. 

Winter  term,  taught  by  John  C.  Hammond,  who  at  once  be- 
came master  of  the  situation,  and  good  order  prevailed.  All  pu- 
pils in  mare  advanced  studies  were  now  accommodated.  On  ac- 
count of  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  we  were  unable  to  attend 
the  examination.     Judging  from  the  report  it  was  good. 

DISTRICT    NO.     10. 

Sterling  Colby,  Prudential  Committee. 

Two  terms,  spring  and  fall,  both  taught  by  Miss  Nellie  S.  Col- 
by. Several  scholars  came  from  other  districts,  making  a  large 
number  and  giving  great  encouragement  to  the  teacher. 

This  was  Miss  Colby's  first  attempt  at  teaching  and  we  were 
well  pleased.  The  examinations  proved  that  the  untiring  efforts 
of  the  teaclier  had  not  been  in  vain.  The  report  shows  a  large 
number  of  visitors  during  the  term,  which  is  encouraging  to  us 
all. 

The  winter  term  opened  with  fewer  scholars,  those  from  other 
districts  having  had  schools  at  home.  Some  interruptions  were 
caused  by  sickness,  and  a  few  coming  from  a  distance  were  una- 
ble to  attend  on  account  of  the  severity  of  the  weather.
